FRENCH MATRIMONY. 
The following is translated from one of the last Paris 

Journals. 
An almoft gerieral defire now prevails of feeing 
the laws refpecting divorce re{cinded, or at leatt 
of feting this comeftic fchifmr rendered much Iefs 
rathly effeéted. The principal object of this law is to 
prevent the oppreflion of the ftronger over the weaker 
fox, in the event af aa unhappy marriage, from being 
perpetual. But among the French a tyrannical bul- 
Mband is a very rare ‘thing, and the extraordinary eale 
l with which divorges are procured, has fubttitured in 
place of an evil that dees. not often occur, one which 
is almolt univerfal—a defiance of hufbandigy which is 
deftructive both of modeity and happinets. 
Iu the ‘event of one of the married perfons being vi- 
cious, a new paflion, the delire of making a figure, or 
fordid intereft,. will ~prompt that: perfon to a divorce, 
which no ties of a family will prevent. ‘Let the regil- 
ters of the, municipality be opened ; and it will be feen 
that this uohappy law leads for the molt part to nothing 
‘but: inconi{tancy, debauchery, and avarice... Divorce is 
not even attended with public infamy. , 
The three preliminary meetings on the fubje& are 
held in feeret ; the divorce is in the fame manner pro- 
nounced fub.rofa; fo that by means of afew crowns, 
the molt facred conrexion, contracted’ in the prefence 
of the whole nation, may be diflolved in fecret. 








FRENCH PRISONERS. 


“ Ttis known that the Directory had for three years 
taken upon themfelves to furnifh the money for the fup- 
port of the Frencl: prifoners in England. This meafure 
bas been abandoned, and a notification has been made 
to the Enyiifh Government. 

“ The notification is in conformity with the common 
cultoms of war, and is an act of wife adminiftration and 
good policy. The old Directory is perhaps the firit 
government that fet the example of a belligerent power 
fupporting its prifoners upon the territories of its ene- 
mies. It will be recolleted at what epoch, with what 
forms, and with what intention the Britifh were relieved 
from the care of fupporting our prifoners. Men muft 
have feen in this new arrangement a fort of infult ; the 
Englith papers at that time were filled with bitter com- 
plaints, with almoft official (the French journalift might 
have faid, with quite official, and moft fatisfactory) 
jultifications of their conduct, fupported by molt authen- 
tic proofs. ¥ 

“ Well informed men faw with furprife the French 
Government abandon itfelf blindly to thefe impolitic 
fuggeftions ; releafe the Englifh from the expence and 
embarraflment of making burdenfome advances ; ex- 
hault, of its own accord, the remains of its {pecie, in 
Order to fend it to England ; deprived themfelves of 
the pecuniary refources of which they ftood in_fuch 
prefling need, in order to add to the pecuniary refources 
of its enemies, and in fhort fapport-the enormous ex- 
pences of the Adminiftration. 

« The Englith, whillt they exclaimed againft the in- 
juftice of the accufation, gathered with pleafure the fruits 
of this error of the Direétory, though our old Monar- 
chical Government left England during the whele war 
to fuppost the expence of the prifoners, and did not li- 
quidate the balance till the return of peace, and confe- 
quently the return of ‘circulatiun, credit, commerce, 
and plenty, rendered the payment more eafy. 

“¢ The generally received cuftom of leaving to the 
humanity of belligerent nations, the care of proteéting 
and fupporting prifoners, marks the progrefs of civiza- 
tion. ‘This proof of confidence and reciprocal efteem 
between nations at. ar is one of the means of approxi- 
mation and reconciliation. | We cannot therefore avoid 
feeing, in this norification of the Confular Government, 
a vetura of the true jprinciples which their loyalty ho- 
nours.”

-Hyeach from Villes Forettieres to Mentz. This difical- 


ty is but itl explained by faying, thar Generals Bara. 
Quay D’Hicerers aod Szrarray being only Sub- 
aitern Commanders, could not contrast for more than 
glimited extent of country; we may be affured thar 
geither of thefe Generals has concluded this armiftice, 
fuppofing it even to have taken place, without the con- 
éurrence of their fuperior officers. Nor is this fufpen- 
fon of arms ‘any more an indication of peace, than that 
which took place in the conclufion of 1796 on the Low- 
gr. Rhine, and which latted until the opening of the next 
campaign. 

* One of our cotemporaries appears to us to have drawn 
an inference on another fubjet, not more corre than 
thofe to which we have above alluded. Tiris journalitt 
foes * the triumvirs environing themfelves with the 
friends and martyrs of the Conftitution of 1791, and be- 
holds the royalifts who adhered to the limitation of the 
abfulute monarchy at that period, reftored not only to 
their property, but to influence and favour.” 

We are ignorant what faéts, or what intelligence can 


have given rife to this opinion.. Tar from fecing in 


. the Paris papers’ any thing which can warrant it, we 


find there that La Fayette and Larovr Mavsourc 
had received orders to quit that capital ; and we know, 
through private channels, that their arrival had produ- 
ced an effet that was unfavourable tothem. ‘Tyhe Con- 
fuls have been fuppofed to entertain a defign of rallying 
round them all the different parties, excepting one, and 
of being defirous of drawing a line between thofe who 
have at any period whatever, or in any manner been 
pattizans Of the revolution, and thofe who have oppofed 
it at all times and under every fhape..
